_ be unfair to look. for infallibility, even on 
the English Bench, There are, no doubt, 
many omniscient Jawyers—if their own 
estimates of their presumed infinite wisdom 
gro for ‘anything-— of the type of which the 
effervescent and exceedingly smart leader 
of the Hongkong bar, the yay young Mr, 
Jxo. J. Faancrs, is a capital representative; 
but it, is undoubted that the moment the 
great goal of a barrister's ambition is 
reached, the Independence of the man too 
frequently lapses into that well paid ma. 
chine misnameéd a judge. Our judges are 
such abject slaves to routine and precedent, 
_ and become sov saturated with .the absurd 
technicalities which in so many instances 
disfigrure our legal code. that itis only very 
rarcly that’the jitrinsic merits of a case 
are allowed to make their proper impres: 
sion, and to have their due effect. 
.. failing-—for it is a failing, and one greatly 
to be deplured—is unfortunately . com- 
mon anony judges both at hone and 
ubroad, but mure particularly among col- 
onial judges, It may, we think, fairly 
enourh be laid down that judges, after 
spending many years In ministering: as 
barristers to the ever increasing intricacies 
and dodges of legal trickery, are liable to 
find themselves when elevated tothe Bench, 
unable to shake off the feelings, habits, 
and instincts of the post. They would ap- 
pear to become ministers and slaves of 
law, apparently unable to understand or 
appreciate that, while their decisions must 
indeed be ruled by the letter of the law, itis

THE S4, Fane's Gazette says :—One great ad- 
vantage, as recent events inthe tea market have 
shown, which India possesses over China ns a 
tea-growing country lics in the relative nearness 


cof its plantations to’ the European markets. 


Assam tea can be placed on the London market 
when China teas ate only just leaving Woo- 
sung. The first consignment of the scason of 
Darjeeling tea, which has just been sold, fetched 
the very, fair average price of 15. 6d. per lb— 
a far higher figure than the most sanguine In- 
dian tea-planters ever expected their produce to 
realise, And this result is not merely dye to 
the excitement that always attends the carly 
sales of “new scason’s tea” The good quality 
of Indian teas,, now that experience in drying 
and packing has taught the growers how to 
avoid the faults which at first detracted from 
the value of their produce, is fully recognised 
by the trade and is rapidly becoming known 
to English consumers. Already India exports 
tea to the value of three millions sterling a year; 
and we may expect to sec these figures doubled 
before many years are past, 


ASYATUE of thelate Cardinal Cullen was unveiled 
on June 12th in Marlborough Cathedral by Car-
